President-elect Joe Biden will be inaugurat- 
ed at noon Wednesday. 

The ongoing coronavirus pandemic and 
fresh security concerns following a pro-Trump 
mob breaching the Capitol on Jan. 6 have com- 
bined to force some changes to what is a his- 
torical American day. 

Tickets to the swearing-in ceremony are 
limited; parade viewing stands have been dis- 
mantled near the White House to discourage 


crowds; inaugural balls have been canceled; 
and health officials are urging people not to 
travel and attend. 

Instead of thousands of people gathering on 
the National Mall for the festivities, the tradi- 
tional parade down Pennsylvania Avenue will 
be replaced by a virtual parade that will be 
televised.

Federal unemployment program stalls in state

Hundreds of thousands of Hoosiers 
who were relying on a new federal un- 
employment benefits program that was 
created to help self-employed people 


through the pandemic have not gotten 
paid since the end of last year. 

President Donald Trump signed leg- 
islation in December that boosted un- 
employment benefits, including ex- 
tending federal benefits for some work- 
ers who were not eligible for state un- 
employment. 


The Indiana Department of Work- 
force Development said it stopped pay- 
ments to Hoosiers eligible under the 
newly created guidelines while it wait- 
ed for federal guidance on how to im- 
plement the program.
